It was estimated that at least 
10,000 persons were made home- 
less. Those people since the out- 
break of the conflagration took 
whatever personal effects they 
could Iny their hands on and ficd 
from their burning houses, biock- 
ing every street leading from the 
scene of the ‘fire.

Kwong Wah Hospital, St John's 
Ambulance Bridge, were statloned 
near the fire area which is rough- 
ly bounded by Grampian Road 
the nullah at the Kei Tak alr- 
port. Carpenter Road and tho foot 
of the Chinese Christan Ceme- 
tery. 

Beores ofefiremen fought the fire 
from vorious angles at the height 
of the fire. On many occasions they 
did a wonderful job In preventing 
the fire from spreading to tene- 
ment houses which wero only a 
few yards away from the nearest 
burning hut. 

Explosions were heard when the 
flre reached huts whero Imflam- 
mables were stored. This also as- 
sisted the fire in spreading 
throughout the arca se quickly. 


Fire Brigade officials sald that 
many of the huts In tho villages 
contained chemical, spinning 
and weaving and fire crackers 
Factories. Also scattered 
throughout the area'were scores 
of timber yards.

Her trouble had become again 
that total exports were too small 
ns well as that she was sclling 
too few of them to dollar coun- 
trics. 

“Sir Stafford Cripps persisted 
yesterday tn attributing the sum- 
mer's crisis to the recession in 
American business rather than to 
the loss of confidence in the 
Pound sterling, but' even so he 
admitted that the cause was 
slight,” the “Guardtan” said. 

“In the four post-war ycars 
we have had $6,700,000,000 of ald 
from the United States, but our 
reserve of forcign exchange, 
which was $2,476,000,000 at the 
beginning af 1946 is $1,688,000,- 
N00 now. 

“Until It is rebuilt we are not 
competent to do safely our work 
as bankers of the Sterling arca.
